("Text” of epeech by Z. 1. Shishkina, chairman of the Auditing Commission, to 
the 18th Congress of the Communist Party of Eetonia on 28 January 1961) 


[Text) Comrades! The seventh decade in the history of the homeland of the Great 
October has been marked by new achievements by the Soviet nation in communiet 
construction. Evidence of this has been provided by the results of the fulfillment 
of the assignments of the Tenth Five-Year Plan and by the increased economic and 
political might of the Country of Soviets. 


The republic's party organization is one of the combat detachments of our Leninist 
party. Our republic's Communists are firmly resolved to give all their efforts, 
knowledge, and experience to the cause of implementing the party's economic and 
social program. 


In the report by the Certral Committee of the Communist Party of Estonia [CPE] to 
the \8th party congress, which was given by Firet Secretary ot the CPE Central 
Committee, Comrade K. G. Vayno, there was a thorowgh and complete analysis of the 
activities of the republic's party organization in fulfilling the decisions of the 
25th CPSU Congress and the 17th Congress of the CPE. Thanks to the consistent 
implementation of the Leninist national policy, the (friendship, autual assistance, 
and cooperation among all the fraternal nations of our country, the workers in our 
republic achieved new considerable successes in the development of the national 
economy and culture, and made « worthy contribution to the reinforcement of the 
might of our gultinational state. 





The preparation for the 26th CPSU Congress is taking place in an atmosphere of 
high labor and political upsurge, which was evoked by the nationwide discussion of 
the draft of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th CPSU Congress, entitled 

“Basic Trends in the Economic and Social Development of the USSR in 1961-1985 

and for the Period Until 1990." 


The Auditing Commission which was elected at the 17th CPE Congress, guided by the 
CPSU Rules and by the party decisions, carried out supervision on the receipt of 
monetary means into the party treasury and the purposeful expenditure of those 
means, and verified the correctness with which files were handled at party agencies. 
The Auditing Commission proceeded in ite work from the principle that auditing work 











is aleo of great importance for intensifying party discipline and the observance 
of party ethies, for inereasing the responsibility borne by 411 Communists for 
the files in their organisations and the party as 4 whole, 


Audite of the financial-budget activity, and the accounting and payment of member~ 
ship dues encompassed all the party committees, and the work of the Tallinn, Narva, 
Tartu, and Kokhtla-Yarve city commissions and the Ygevaskiy, Vil'yandiskiy, Valgas- 
kiy, Tartuskiy, and Raplaskiy Rayon party committees with regard to these matters 
wae audited twice. The resulte of the audits, the conclusions and recommendations 
of the Auditing Commission, were communicated to the party committees, and the 
elimination of the shortcomings that hed been revealed was monitored. 


The available monetary and material means of the republic's party organization 
are used to maintain the party apparatus, to pay for party propaganda, to train 
personnel, to build official buildings and housing, and for other economic needs. 
All these expenses are completely covered by the funde in the party budget. 


The chief source of monetary funds is the money derived from party membership dues. 
Audite of the statue of the accounting and payment of membership dues have indi- 
cated that in the overwhelming majority of primary party organizations that work 
has been improv.og from year to year. The Central Committee and the party's city 
and rayon committees regularly consider these questions and take steps to prevent 
or eliminate shortcomings. There has been 4 qualitative improvement of this work 
in the party's Morsekiy Rayon Committee, in the city of Tallinn, and in the Kingi- 
seppekiy, Vyruskiy, and Raplaskiy Rayon party organizations. 


On the income side of the budget of the republic's party organization, another 
source of no small importance is the deductions from the profits of the Publishing 
House of the CPE Central Committee. During the report period that publishing 
house increased the scope of its activities and it has been providing for the 
publication of the necessary number ¢ copies of newspapers, magazines, and 

other periodicals. he assignment« of the LOth Pive-Year Plan were fulfilled 
shead of schedule by the collective «ot the publishing house. The volume of 
orint-shop output that was sold during the past 5 years has increased by 45.8 
pereent The personnel at the puvclishing house have been consolidated, anc the 
publishing house is equipped with modern printing machinery and equipment. At the 
same time, as was indicated by the audits, there still are unused reserves for im- 
proving the quality of the output, for reducing the amounts of time required for 
printing publications, for increasing the profitability of the work of the print 
shop, the labor productivity of the workers, and the efficiency of production. 


The successful fulfillment of the income part of the budget made it possible for the 
CPE Centra! nittee during the report period to increase the appropriations for 
party propagendsa, =° training and retraining of personnel, and to carry out the 
capital construction in th: planned volumes. During those years approximately 

560 persons were graduated from higher party educational institutions or the 

courses given by them; 2600 , one completed refresher courses given by the CPE 
Central Committee. This is two-thir¢és more than during the past report period. 
During the past five years the University of Marxiem-Leniniem of the CPE Central 
Committee, with all its branches, graduat*d 6300 students, and 4546 students are 
comtinuing their training. 








On the basie of the report data and the actual atudy of the files locally, the 
Auditing Commission established that the expenditure of funds at the CPE Central 
Committee, the enterprises and organisations subordinate to it, and the party's 
city and rayon committees was carried out in an economical sanner, within the 
limite of the approved appropriations. 


During the report period the CPE Central Committee, the party's city and rayon 
committees, and the Soviet, trade~uwnion, administrative, and economic agencies, 
guided by the requirements of the 25th CPSU Congress and the subsequent party 
decrees, devoted more attention to improving the work with the workers’ letters. 
Those questions were considered at the Lith Plenum of the CPE Central Committee, 

at sessions of the Bureau and secretariat of the CPE Central Committee, and 

were regularly considered at sessions of the bureaus of party committees, sessions 
of the Sov ets, and sessions of the SND executive committees, by the boards of 
ministries and departments, at sessions of the presidium of the Council of Trade 
Unions Estonian SSR, and the Committee for People's Control. Questions of improv~ 
ing the work with letters were discussed at a scientific-practical conference 

that was conducted by the CPE Central Committee. All links in the party, soviet, 
and economic apparatus engage in the resolution of the problems raised in the 
letters. Systematic work with the workers’ letters is carried out by the editorial 
offices of the SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA and RAKHVA KHYAEL' newspapers, and the city 

and rayon newspapers. 


Most of the letters reflect the deep self-interestedness of the authors in improving 
the economic and social work. At the same time, they aleo express a large oumber 

of valuable recommendations and subject to criticiem certain shortcomings and 
individual administrators. There still have been instances when the revealed 
shortcomings are not always eliminated promptiy in the outlying areas. 


At the present time, when there is nationwide discussion of the draft of the CPSU 
Central Committee to toe 26th CPSU Congress, it is especially important to organize 
the accounting of all the recommendations and critical comments, to guarantee the 
prompt elimination of the shortcomings in the work in the outlying areas. 


Please permit me to express my assurance that the decisions that will be adopted 
by the 18th Congress of the Communist Party of Estonia, and the practical work 
involved in fulfilling them, will contribute to mobilizing the Communists and all 
the workers of our republic for the successful implementation of the stupendous 
plans for the building of communisa.

Speech by L. D. Shishov, chairman of the Credentials Comaission of the 
i8th Congress of the Communist Party of Estonia on 28 January 1961) 


‘Text! Comrade delegates! 


The Leth Conere » of the Ce amunist Party of Estonia (CPE) is occurring at a 
remarkable time, in an atmosphere of tremendous political and labor upsurge, °f 
broadly extended socialist competition among the workers in honor of the forthcoming 
16th Congress of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union. 


The report of the CPE Central Committee which was given by Comrade K. G. Vayno 

and the discussion that began at the congress attest convincingly to the fact that, 
inspired by the impressive prospects fur the country's socioeconomic development, 
as outlined in the draft of the CPSU Central Committee “Basic Trends in the 
Economic and Social Development of the USSR in 1981-1985 and for the Period Until 
1990," the workers and kolkhoe member’ end the engineer-technical workers in our 
republic are striving, from the very firet days of the new five-year plan, to 
develop the achieved successes, and to achieve high and stable labor indicators, 
and have taken increased socialist pledges for the preterm fulfillment of the 
planned assigaments for the firs. year of the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. 


in the life of the primary party organizations and of 411 communists, the present 
period is characterized by the further development of the dynamiem of intraparty 
relations and is the precongress period. The reporting and election campaign in 
all party links, as was noted by Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev, became a great school, 
and, one might even say, a university for every communist . The reports and 
elections to the republic's party organization were held in a well-organized and 
businesslike » aner, in an atmosphere of critical discussion of the results of the 


work; they demons... ced the increased maturity of the party organizations in resolv- 
ing the tasks of economic ond cultural construction. In a thoroughgoing manner, 
from high party positions, the communists analyzed the rate of fulfillment of the 
decisions of the 25th CPSU C ess, the questions of the further increase in the 
combat capability of the party organizations in the struggle for high effectiveness 
and quality of work, and the improvement of the work style and methods. The report- 
ing and election campaign reconfirmed the monolithic unity of the party ranks and 








the warm approval and support by the communists and all the workers of Soviet 
Estonia of the party's domestic and foreign policy, the fruitful activities of 
the CPSU Central Committee, and ite Politburo, headed by Comrade L, I, Brezhnev. 


One should note with a sense of satisfaction that the election of congress dele- 
gates in all the republic's party organizations proceeded in an atmosphere of 
complete unanimity. A total of 702 delegates were elected to the 17th CPE Congress. 


The Credentials Commission verified the powers of the congress delegates and reports 
that they were all elected in complete conformity with the CPSU Rules and with 

the representation norme established by the CPE Central Committee -- one delegate 
per 145 party members. 


The powers of all the delegates are deemed to be valid. 
There are 696 delegates present at the congress. Six are absent for valid reasons. 


The delegates to the 18th CPE Congress represent an army of almost 100,000 persons 
constituting the republic's Communists. The persons delegated to represent them 
are those who, by their labor, by their social activity, have won the authority of 
their party comrades and the broad masses of the workers. Four hundred twenty-five 
delegates, or 60.5 percent, were elected to the congress for the first time. 


All the city and rayon party organizations are represented at the congress. The ra- 
yon and industrial-production party organizations in the city of Tallinn elected 

260 delegates to the congress. Other large delegates are those from the cities 

of: Narva, 45; Tartu, 44; Kokhtla -Yarve, 42; and from Khar'yuskiy Rayon, 40; 
Rakvereskiy Rayon, 29; and Vil'yandiskiy Rayon, 26 persons. 


The Communist Party of Estonia, as was noted in the report, represents a time-tested 
combat vanguard the workers. It consists of the advanced workers, kolkhoz 
members, and th ople's intellectuals; it expresses the fundamental interests 

of all the social segments and groups of the workers in the republic. This finds 
ite reflection also in the makeup of the congress delegates. 


A considerable number of the delegates--28 per. -.1t, or 195 persons--is made up of 
representatives of the glorious working class. They include distinguished miners 
and machine builders, power engineers and textile workers, railroad workers and 
construction workers, fishermen and chemists. 


Marching in the vanguard of the struggle to carry out the party's agrarian policy 
and to achieve to successful resolution of the foodstuffs program are the rural 
communists. Among the congress delegates are 110 agricultural workers, two-thirds 
of whom are ordinary kolkhoz members and sovkhoz workers. Our glorious animal 
husbandrymen are represented by 33 delegates; mechanizers by 17 delegates; and 
crop husbandrymen, 7 delegates. 


The data indicates that the workers and kolkhoz members who are delgates to the 
congress worked selflessly during the Tenth Five-Year Plan and serve as personal 
examples of a truly communist attitude toward labor. Sixty-seven delegates ful- 
filled their personal five-year plans in 4-1/2 years; 37 in 4 years and five 














delegates fulfilled plans for two five-year plans. Several congress delegates-- 
Svetlana Petrova, spinner at the Krengol 'makaya Manufaktura Combine; Nadezhda 
jurtyleva, weaver at the Pyarnu Linen Combine; Valentina Murav'yeva, weaver at 
the Baltiyskaya Manufaktura Combine; and Pavel Goryunov, lathe operator at the 
Tartu Inetrument-Building Plant--are working againet the 12th Five-Year Plan. 


Everyone knows the high indicators that were achieved by our glorious experts in 
machine milking, Leyda Peyps, Anna Aaver, Liyvya Saar, anc many other delegates 
to the congress. 


In recognition of their shock labor and the successful fulfillment of the assign- 
ments of the Tenth Five-Year Plan, many of the delegates have already been awarded 
our Motherland's highest awards. Comrades Vasiliy Ivanov, Khel'be Vool, Endel' 
Paapu, Svetlana Petrova, Vladimir Mynz, and Oskar Kuul' have been awarded the high 
title of Hero of Socialist Labor, and 179 delegates, during the period of the five- 
year plan, were awarded orders and medals, including: Order of Lenin, 8; Order 

of the October Revolution, 6. Fifty-five delegates have been awarded the title 
Shock Worker in the Tenth Five-Year Plan; 219 persons are communist labor shock 
workers. 


In recognition » outstanding achievements in labor, seven delegates were awarded 
the cicle of USSR State Prize winner and 19 delegates, the Soviet Estonia State 
Price. the USSR State Prize winners include Eval'd Vakht, mine worker at the Viru 
Mine; Meynart Proman, tractor operator at the Sovkhoz imeni A. Sommerling, 
Khar'yuskiy Rayon; Mikhail Gushchin, lathe operator at the RET Production 
Association; Zinaida Agafonova, weaver at the Baltiyskaya Manufaktura Combine; 

and Vladimir Pronin, senior electrician at the Pribaltiyskaya GRES. 


Our advanced workers and kolkhoz members are carrying out a large amount of work 
to educate the upcoming generation of the working class, and have been lavishly 
communicating their rich experience, 'nowledge, and skill to the young men and 
women. The delegates include 154 mentors of young people, seven of whom have 
been awarded the AUCCTU and Komsomo] Central Committee badge "Mentor of Youth," 
including Heroes of Socialist Labor Aksel' Pertel', Khans Liblik, El'mina Otsman, 
and Kherbert Vakher. 


Soviet iutellectuals have been making an increasingly important contribution to 
the development of material production, to the resolution of the tasks of 
scientific-technical progress, and the raising of the cultural level of the 
workers. The delegates to the congress include 84 workers at scientific institu- 
tions, workers in national education and public health, and representatives of all 
the creative unions. They include Hero of Socialist Labor composer Eugen Kapp, 
producer Kacr.. Ird, and opera soloist Khendrik Krumm, who have the high title of 
People's Artist . ye Soviet Union; ten delegates with the honorary titles of 
people's and honore. performing artist, author, or artist of Estonian SSR; and 
seven persons are Honored Scientists of Estonian SSR. Twenty-eight delegates have 
been awarded the honorary ti’! of Distinguished Teacher, Physician, Jurist, 
Journalist, or Cultural Figure. The delegates include 11 academicians and corres~ 
ponding members of the Academy of Sciences Estonian SSR, and of all-union branch 
academies, including President of the Acciemy of Sciences, Estonian SSR, K. Rebane, 








who is a corresponding member of the USSR Academy of Sciences, Fifteen delegates 
have the learned degree of doctor of sciences, and 40, candidate of sciences, 


The party makes great demands on its personnel, especially at the present stage in 
the development of our society, a stage that is characterized by the greater and 
greater transition to the intensive methods of management. The successful reso~ 


lution of these tasks greatly depends upon the party, Soviet, and economic 
personnel. 


The congress delegates include 107 party workers, including 50 secretaries of city 
and rayon party committees. Present at the congress as delegates are 119 secre- 
taries of primary and shop party organizations, and party group organizers. 


Workers at Soviets, trade unions, the Komsomol, and in the people's control are 
widely represented at the congress, One hundred twenty-two of tnem were elected 
as delegates. Among the delegates there are 21 deputies to the USSR Supreme 
Soviet; 158 deputies to the Supreme Soviet Estonian SSR. Six hundred sixty-three 
delegates take part in the work of the electoral party, soviet, trade-union, and 
Komsomol agencies. That attests graphically to the importance of the role played 
in mass social organizations of workers by the Communists. 


The republic is constantly improving the qualitative composition of the economic 
managers. They include a large number of talented organizers of production, 
skilled specialists who enjoy the well-deserved authority and respect of the 
workers. 


Participating in the work of the congress are 67 delegates who are economic managers. 
They include 33 managers of production associations, industrial enterprises, and 
construction sites; 10 sovkhoz directors; and 24 kolkhoz chairmen. The congress 
delegates include 17 distinguished workers of industry; 5 distinguished miners; 

5 distinguished fishers; 6 distinguished construction workers; and also distin- 
guished economists, power engineers, workers in machine building, transport, 

the housing-and-communal economy, everyday services, and distinguished engineers, 
efficiency experts, and architects. Twenty-eight distinguished agricultural workers 
were elected as delegates to the congress. 


The makeup of the delegates is characterized by their high level of education. 

The delegates with higher or incomplete higher education number 432 ersons, or 
61.5 percent. They include 199 engineers, economists. agronomists, zootechnicians, 
85 educators, physicians, and jurists. Two hundred thirty-seven delegates, or 33.8 
percent, have secondary education, including 128 specialists in the national 
economy. One hundred twenty-seven delegates have party-political education. This 
information reflects the achievements in the development of education and in 

the training of specialists in the republic. 


A tremendous contribution to the job of communist construction has been made by 

our Soviet women. In addition to industrial and agricultural production, they are 
making an especially noticeable and tangible contribution in such spheres of activi- 
ty as public health, education, trade, everyday services, and cultural-educational 
work. The congress delegates include 194 women, or 27.6 percent of the total 

number of delegates. 











The delegates pacticipating in the work of the 18th CPE Congress include 87 
who are veterans of the Great Patriotic War. 


The makeup of the delegates reflects the thoroughly international nature of the 
republic's party organization, The congress participants include communists of 13 
nationalities, including 460 Estonians, 192 Russians, and 50 delegates of other 
nationalities. 


The data concerning the makeup of the delegates graphically characterizes the 

unity and the succession of the generations. Therein lies the source of the party's 
strength and its inexhaustible creative energy. Delegates aged 30 years or 

less constitute 4.8; 31 to 40, 24.6; 41 to 50, 42.5; and 50 years or older, 

28.1 percent. 


Congress delegates Comrades Rikhard Mayak, Khendrik Allik, and Genrikh Gustavson 
have longevity since the pre-Octover period of 1917. Seven delegates have been 
party members from 1917-1940. Forty-three persons entered the party during the 
period of the Great Patriotic Wer and 483 persons between the years 1946 and 1°70. 
During the past ten years, 166 4 stes were accepted into the party, including 

59 delegates during tne report peri. '. 


The Labor explo.cs of the delegates have been properly evaluated by the party and 
the government. Eighty-five percent of them have been awarded orders and 

medais; four delegates have been awarded the title of Hero of the Soviet Union; 
35, Hero of Socialist Laber; and a total of 122 delegates heve honorary titles of 
the USSR and Estonian SSR. 


Comrades! The composition of the delegates indicates that the persons elected as 
delegates to the ioch CPE Congress are the best and the most active representatives 
of the republic's party organization, people having a large amount of experience in 
political, economic, and social work. That will help us to carry out a thorough 
and complete discussion and analysis >f the activities of the republic's party 
organizations and to plan steps for the further improvement of the leadership of 
the development of the national economy end culture, and to raise the ideological- 
educational and organizing work of the Communist Party of Estonia during the 
forthcoming five-year period.

[Excerpts] Most Important Tasks, Rates and Proportions 
/f the Economic and Social Development in the Eleventh 
Pive-Year Plan and for the Period Until 1990 









The draft version of the Basic Trends contains « formulation of the party's social 
and economic strategy for the period until 1990. 
















That strategy proceeds from the Leninist principle to the effect that, under 
socialiem, social production will develop “for the purpose of guaranteeing the 
complete prosperity and free and comprehensive development of all members of 
society.” 





Proceeding from thie Leninist instruction, the OPSU Central Committee, in the draft 
of the Basic Trends, determined that the chief task of the Elewenth Five-Year Pian 
consists in guaranteeing the further growth of the prosperity of Soviet citizens 
on the basie of the stable, successive development of the national economy, in the 
acceleration of scientific-technical progress and the changeover of the economy to 
the intensive path of development, the more efficient use of the country's 
production potential, the complete economizing of all types of resources, and the 
improvement of the quality of work. 


In conformity with the economic strategy of the CPSU and the chief task of the 
Eleventh Five-Year Plan, in the draft of the Basic Trends especial attention is 
devoted to: 


— the further improvement of the living conditions of Soviet citizens, the social 
progress of society, the creation of the conditions for the public's highly 
productive labor, and, at the same time, the manifestation of concern for pension~ 
holders, students, and the upcoming generation, and the rendering of all kinds of 
assistance to families with many children and to female heads of households; 





== the guaranteeing of the consistent growth in the economy, the improvement of 
the structure of social production; 


— the inerease in the effectiveness of social production, the improvement of the 
quality of output and services in all branches of the national economy on the 
basis of ite complete intensification, 


"= the acceleration Of scientifie=technical progress; 
== the intensification of protection of the environment ; 


— the improvement of administration and the raising of the level of management in 
all linke of the economy, the intensification of the orientation on the beet final 
results in the national economy, 


The draft of the Basic Trends cites specific taske for the development of individu~ 
al branches and the entire national economy of the country ae 4 whole for the 
Lieventh Five-Year Plan with 4 consideration of the conditions for the development 
of the economy, the nature of economic growth, and the formation of the most 
important nationsi-economic proportions, which have definite peculiarities for the 
forthcoming per.od. The chief ones are: 


|. The acceleration of the rates of development of the most important branches of 
material production, the improvement of the national-economy, interbranch, intra- 
branch, and regional proportions. 


by the 1970's our economy had reached ti emendous scope in social production, with 
which there was 4 considerable increase in the importance of every percentage 
point of economic growth. Under these conditions, with a high share of extensive 
factors of development, it was no longer possible to continue to guarantee the 
growth rates that had been achieved b the 1970's in the branches of the national 
economy and especially in industry But the transition to chiefly intensive 
factore required an improved economic sechaniem, forme and methods of administra~ 
Lion which corresponded to those teske, to the new technology, and, consequently, 
the time. That led to 4 situative in which, in the 1970's there was 4 slight 
slowing up of growth rates in the country's material production. 


The draft of the Basic Trends for the Elewenth Five-Year Plan provides for 
the overcoming of that tendency and the increase in the rates of economic growth, 
as compared with those achieved in the Tenth Five-Year Plan. 


2. Better objective capabilities were created for the simultaneous guaranteeing 
of expanded roduction and the raising of the national standard of living. in 
the Eleventh five «ar Plan it is planned to achieve the outstripping growth of 
the share, in sationsi income, of the consumption fund, that is, the resources 
channeled directly into the satisfaction of the growing needs of the Soviet 
citizens. 


A very important trend in guaranteeing the gore complete conformity of the economic 
Jevelopment to the social needs of societ~ is the continuing redistribution of 
,esources for the benefit of agriculture. 








3, The Eleventh FiverYear Plan is the first fiveryear plan in which the national 
income will grow more rapidly than capital investments, 


Ae a result, in the Basic Trends provision is made for an increase in the rates of 
growth of labor productivity in social production for the Eleventh Five-Year Plan 
for the country a6 4 whole in such a way that thie will guarantee ae much as 90 
percent of the increase in national income, no less than 90 percent of the increase 
in industrial output, and the entire increase of production in agriculture and 
construction, 


4. In the Eleventh Five-Year Plan there must be a comprehensive approach to the 
development of the branches of the national economy and especially the interrelated 
branches. For these purposes it is planned to develop and to implement in stages 
4 system of comprehensive target programe for the resolution of social-economic and 
scientific-technical problems as very important components of the system of state 
plans. They include, first of all, the development of the fuel and energy branches 
for the long-term period; the comprehensive use of the basic types of mineral re~ 
sources; and the development of the agro-industrial complex. 


An important role in improving the national consumption will be played by the 
development and implementation of the fandstuffs program. 


An important trend for the further improvement of working conditions, the 
intensifying of the creative nature of labor, ite attractiveness, and the increase 
in the labor productivity, must be the program for the reduction of manual labor. 
In the five-year plan, the industrial ministries, associations, and enterprises 
will be given an approved assignment for the reduction of the share of manual 
labor. 


The draft of the Basic Trends provides for the dynamic development of the economy 

in all the union republics. The chief thing here is the more comprehensive develop- 
ment of the economy of each union republic, with the simultaneously deepening of 

the specialization in the all-union division of labor. That will make it possible 
to improve both the interbranch and the territorial proportions, and to raise the 
level of balancing of the economy as the single national-economic complex in the 
country. 


Estonian SSR, like the other union republics, quest increase its contribution to the 
resolution of the nationwide taske in conformity with the development and improving 
system of unionwide division and cooperation of Labor. 


it is only in the single fraternal family of nations of the USSR that one can 

assure the complete progress of every republic. We shall have to continue to take 
all steps to enrich the production and scientific-technical, and cultural ties 

with the other economic regions, and to increase the effectiveness of the cooperation 
and to search for more fruitful forms of interaction within the single national- 
‘conomic complex of the country. 


In the process of the final modification of the draft of the five-year plan for the 
economic and social development, Gosplan Estonian SSR, jointly with the city 
executive committees, ministries, and departments in the republic, and with the 
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associations and enterprises of union subordination, will have to provide for a 
series of measures that are aimed at the resolution of the basic taske of the coun= 
try's economic and social development in 1961-1985 and the period until 1990, as 
outlined in the draft of the Basic Trends, 


For the successful resolution of that task we must assure the more intensive use 
of the existing production capacities and the more economical expenditure of al! 
types of national-economic resources. Thie ie the basic way of guaranteeing the 
increase in the national income and the successful resolution of the social taske. 


When speaking of the conditions for the development of the economy in the 1980's, 
one must have in mind the increasing tension with regard to providing the national 
economy with labor resources. The increase in labor resources for the country as 

a whole during the forthcoming years is considerably reduced. In our republic 

the labor-resources balance sheet is aggravated even more than in the country as 

a whole. Therefore we are confronted by the task of guaranteeing the entire 
increase of output in the sphere of material production by relying upon the increase 
in labor productivity without any increase in the number of workers, and in certain 
branches of the nations! economy with with a reduction in the number of workers. 

We already have « jefinite amount of experience in this regard. During 

the Tenth Five=" .: Plan, almost 32 percent of the enterprises guaranteed an 
increase in production with a decrease in the number of persons employed, of which 

i5 enterprises were in the Ministry of Light Industry. Unfortunately, in the sphere 
of public services we still are doing Little to increase the labor productivity 

or to replace manual labor by mechanized. 


When speaking about the level of mechani:ation of labor, we usually have in mind 
a percentage relationship of the worker. engaged in mechanized and nonmechanized 
labor. But a no less important factor for increasing the productiv{ty of social 
labor, in addition to the quantitative factor of mechanization of the labor of 
the workers, is the qualitative indica*or, which characterizes the level to which 
production is equippped with highly productive equipment, the level of introduction 
of modern technological processes, ard many other factors which must be achieved 
by means of the fundamental re-equipping of 411 branches of the national economy. 
nerefore, in the course of the furcher work on the draft of the five-year plan, 
't is necessary to provide for the concentration of efforts on the resolution of 
that task, and on increasing the share of capital investments and other resources 
for the technical re-equipping of production. 








The desirable activity of the ministries of light industry, timber and wood-processing 
industry, and local industry in this area is what determined their successes in the 
Tenth Five-Year Plan. 


Considerable .eser « for increasing the productivity of labor can be found in the 
more efficient use o: work time both in the production and in the nonproduction 
epheres, the reinforcement of labor discipline, the improvement of the organization 
of production, the improvemen: ° the quality of output, and the reduction of defec- 
tive output and losses. 


in a word, we have many reserves for incressing the productivity of labor and for 
ieving a considerable increase in the total output. 
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Development of Industry 


in the draft of the basic Trends it is indicated that a very important task of 
industry is the complete satisfaction of the needs of the national economy for 
producer goods, and the needs of the public for consumer goods. For the 
resolution of these tasks, it is planned to increase the production of industrial 
output in the country by 26-28 percent during the five-year period. 


The development of thie leading branch of the national economy in our republic, in 
which more than 50 percent of the national income is created, ie of tremendous 
importance for the further economic and social progress of Soviet Estonia. 


During the years of the Tenth Pive-Year Plan the republic fulfilled a large program 
of capital construction and remodeling of industry. At the same time, in a number 
of branches of industry, there were insufficient rates of technical rerequipping, 
or the improvement of the technology of production. 


When modifying the plan for social-economic development during the Eleventh Five- 
Year Plan it is necessary to devote special attention to the acceleration of the 
remodeling and technical re~equipping of the existing enterprises, to increasing the 
assets side of the fixed-assets ledger, and to strive for a reduction in the number 
of persons working at the existing enterprises. 


In the Eleventh Five-Year Plan it will be necessary to assimilate considerable 
amounts of capital investments, striving for the most rapid activation of capaci- 
ties and their assimilation within the normative time periods. 


In the draft of the Basic Trends a large amount of attention is devoted to the 
acceleration of the development of the country's fuel and energy complex, to 
improving the use of our power resources. We must make our contribution to the 
resolution of this task primarily by means of the more effective use of fuel 

shales. A large role in this can be played by the acceleration of the experiemental 
work that is already under way with regard to the use of new methods of shale 
mining. The operational losses of shales with the introduction of these methods 
can be considerably reduced. 


The necessity of the technical re-equipping of enterprises in the shale~processing 
industry of our republic is stated directly in the draft of the Basic Trends. For 
the shale chemists this is a very important task, since by simply replacing in 

the Slantsekhim Association imeni V. I. Lenin the existing gas generators by improved 
ones it will be possible to make a tangible contribution to the resolution of the 
energy problem. 


In the republic's fuel balance sheet an important place belongs to peat. During 
recent years the production of shredded peat and the production of peat briquettes 
have decreased. in addition to the unfavorable weather conditions, the reason for 
this was the insufficient attention devoted to the preparation of new peat bogs. 
The consideration of the proposals made by the Ministry of Local Industry on this 
question to the republic's Gosplap and Council of Ministers was being dragged out. 
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In order to correct the situation, in April 1980 the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Estonia (CPE) and the republic's Council of Ministers 
adopted a decree on the basis of which « series of organisational technical 
measures were developed to accelerate the exploitation of new peat deposits, es~ 
pecially in places where the open-cut mining of shale W4*® supposed to begin, 


The Ministry of Local Industry, Goskomeel'khostekhnika, and Minavtoshosdor 
must work more actively to fulfill these measures so as to increase the production 
of peat briquettes to 400,000 tone by 1985, 


A very important national-economic task is the efficient and economical use of 
our fuel and energy resources, It is necessary to increase the responsibility of 
those persons whose activities are linked with the production, distribution, and 
use of fuel and energy resources, and to punish etrictly those persons who 

carry out their activities in an unintelligent, uneconomical manner. 


An effective means of saving fuel resources is the centralization of the heat 
supply for cities and settlements, the elimination of small-scale uneconomical 
boiler rooms. When developing the plans, the ministries, departments, and city and 
rayon executive committees must carefully consider and resolve these questions. 


Chemical industes vill receive further development in our republic. There will be 
an increase in the production of ammonia, sulfuric acid, benzene, synthetic 
detergents, fluorine salts, powdered silica gel, benzoic acid, Formalin, and other 
products of Large Chemistry. There will be an increase and expansion of the 
production of commodities of everyday chemistry. 


Machine building and instrument building will develop at outstripping rates during 
the Eleventh Five-Year Plan. Very imprrtant tasks of these branches are the 
guaranteeing of the fundamental re-equipping of the enterprises and the raising of 
the technical level of the produced output. 


The development of the timber, wood _cocessing, and woodpulp-and-paper industries 
must be directed primarily at guatarteeing the most efficient use of the resources 
of timber caw materials and the more complete satisfaction of the needs of 

social production and the public 


For the successful fulfillment of the tasks posed in the draft of the Basic Trends 
for the workers in this branch, our republic will have to achieve a considerable 
improvement in the processing and use of wood waste products and low-grade wood. 
This task must be resolved not only by the Ministry of the Timber and Wood- 
processing Industry. In general we make poor use of the low-grade wood provided by 
Minleskhor and the kolkhog and sovkhog forests. It is necessary to — 

the expansior of the Pyussiskiy Wood-Slab Combine, and to achieve a considerable 
increase in vw peroduction of furniture chiefly as a result of the remodeling and 
modernization of t > existing production entities. 


With regard to the renovation of the equipment and the technical re-equipping of 
enterprise, less than in the ..hor branches was done by the Ministry of the 

building-materials industry. And thet had an effect upon the fulfillment by the 
branch of the plan for the Tenth Five-Yeor Plan. In the current five-year plan 
it is necessary to devote special attenti.n to the technical re-equipping of the 
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existing enterprises, the replacement and modernization of the obsolete equipment 
at enterprises of Minprometroymaterialov, the increase in the production of those 
types of articles for which the needs are not yet being satisfied in proper 
measure, It is necessary to accelerate the remodeling that was begun in the Tenth 


Five-Year Plan of the slate shop, the Vyrukivi Brick Plant, and the ceramic~tile 
shop. 


Workers in light industry coped successfully with the fulfillment of the basic 
assignments in the Tenth Five-Year Plan. During the current five-year plan they 
will have to devote special attention to satisfying the public's needs for commodi~ 
ties which are currently in greater demand, and to increasing the production of 
output with improved quality. 


The Krengol'mekaya Manufaktura Cotton-Fabrice Combine has already begun the techni- 
cal re-equipping of the Staropryadil'naya and Novotkatekaya Factories. In the 
Eleventh Five-Year Plan it will be necessary to guarantee the remodeling of 

the Georgiyevekaya Factory with a considerable increase in ite capacity, and to begin 
the construction of a new spinning factory and a new weaving factory. 


In the Eleventh Five-Year Plan we must see the completion of the construction of 
the chrome leather plant in Narva, with a capacity of 275 million square dec imeters 
of soft leather. 


The increase in the quantity, quality, and variety of sewn-garment and knitwear 
output must be carried out basically as a result of the technical re-equipping and 
the more effective use of the existing capacities. 


in order to increase the production of sewn garments for children, it is necessary 
to construct a new production building in Kokhtla-Yarve. 


The remodeling of the Marat Association is supposed to guarantee primarily the 
improvement of the finishing production and to increase the output of knit 
underwear, especially men's. 


The development of the food industry will be carried out within the framework of 
the agro-industrial complex for purposes of the more complete satisfaction of the 
public's needs for high-quality and varied foodstuffs. We have a large number of 
reserves for improving the use of raw materials, for reducing losses, and expanding 
the variety of food products by increasing the effectiveness of the use of the 
produce provided by agricultural and the raw materials used by the enterprises of 
the Ministry of the Food Industry. These reserves during the Eleventh Five-Year 
Plan must be used in full measure. 


The share of Estonian SSR in the nationwide production of fish exceeds 4 percent 
and in the production of canned fish, approximately 8 percent. We must assure 
the further expansion of the variety and the improvement in the quality of that 
output. It is necessary to increase the productivity of the internal bodies of 
water, and to develop fish-breeding at outstripping rates. The breeding of fish 
in ponds and reservoirs should be increased during the Eleventh Five-Year Plan 
by a factor of at least 2,5-3, 
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Development of Agriculture 


In the deaft of the Basic Trends it is indicated that the basic task of the agro= 
industrial complex is the reliable guaranteeing of the country with foodstuffs 
and agricultural raw materials. 


A concrete aseigament has been established for the increase in the average annual 
gross production of agricultural output. Steps have been defined for the providing 
of material, financial, and organisational assistance to cgriculture. Demande are 
being made on the republics, krays, oblasts, and rayons to intensify their role 


and responsibility in the formation of a public foodstuffs fund, and aleo in satie~ 
fying the public's demand for foodstuffs. 


in the Estonian SSR it is planned to increase the average annual volume of agricul- 
ture by 11212 percent; to increase the average annual grain production to 1400- 
1500 thousand tons; potatoes, 1200-1300 thousand tone; meat, in slaughtered 
weight, to 210-215 thousand tons; milk to 1.2-1.3 million tons, and to drain 
oversaturated areas by a4 total area of 100-110 thousand hectares. 


Are tasks such a8 there within our capability? 


The anewer is, «8s, one would assume so. 


in order to produce the planned quantity of grain and potatoes it is necessary 

CO assure, respectively, an average annual harvest of 30 quintals and 180 quintals 
per heetare. In individual years of the past five-year plans, we achieved such 
harvests. The average annual increase in the production of meat in slaughtered 
weight is planned at 2.3 percent, and of milk, 1.2 percent. In the Tenth Five-Year 
Plan the average annual increase in ou, meat production was 4.3 percent and of 
milk. 1.6 percent. 


The chief task for our republic's agriculture has always been considered to be 
the increase in the production of ovucput from dairy animal husbandry and 

hog srowing. The solution of this .ask depends primarily upon the level of develop- 
ment of crop husbandry, because almost 80 percent of the output produced in 
croy husbandry is expended [.r our fodder purposes. The increase in the 
output of animal husbandry is guaranteed primarily by the number of head of live- 
stock on hand, by the weight increases, by the milk yields, and all this, in its 
turn, is determined by the availability of fodders. As in the previous five-year 
plans, during the current one the decisive factor that determines the growth of 
production of products of animal husbandry throughout the country is the 
reinforcement of the fodder base. 


The country's «agricultural specialists feel that the number of head of livestock in 
recent years in . * the Limiting factor in the increase in the production of output 
from animal husbanu.,. They explain this, in particular, by the fact that the 
number of head in the milk hord throughout the country during the Tenth Five-Year 
Plan increased, but the mill’ eld in 1980, as compared with 1974, dropped, and 
the the meat output per head of cattle remained at the 1975 level. The conc lu- 
sion is made from this that the increase in meat and milk production must be 
assured by increasing the productivity, sasically as a result of the increase in 


the production of fodders. There are a few people in our republic who also adhere to 
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this point of view, One cannot fail to be alerted by the fact that the plan for 
the increase in the number of head of liveatock in the republic is being fulfilled 
uneatisfactorily, For example, ae of 1 January 1981 the annual plan for increase 
in the number of head of cattle was fulfilled by 90 percent, including 87 percent 
in Raplaskiy and Tartuskiy Rayonse; the plan for the increase in the number of 
head of hogs has been underfulfilled in Raplaskiy and Kokhtla-Yarveskiy Rayons. 
One cannot consider this situation to be normal, inasmuch as the increase in the 
production of meat and milk must be assured both as a result of the increase in 
the number of head of livestock and as a result of an increase in productivity. 


In conformity with the zootechnical norma for the wintering-over period, it is 
felt that it is necessary to have feed in an amount of approximately 15-17 quin- 
tale of fodder unite per standard head of livestock. This quantity of their own 
feed was present, as of the beginning of the wintering-over period, at only 16 
percent of the farms. With a consideration of the receipt of feed from central- 
ized funds, an additional 40-50 percent of the farms come close to that norm, but 
at the same time, almost 10 percent of the farms had, as of the beginning of the 
wintering-over period, less than 5 quintals of their own feed. True, we have 
farms where the feed reserves exceeded 20 quintals of feed units per standard 
head of livestock. The republic's TeSU [Central Statistics Administration] 
recently reported the results of a study of the development of the republic's 
feed base during recent years. It follows from that study that during the years 
of the Tenth Five-Year Plan the production of the farms’ own feed per standard 
head of livestock did not increase. On many farms there was 4 worsening of the 
structure of the sown areas and the quality of the fodders that were laid on. On 
the balance sheet for the farme' own feed, there was a decrease in the percentage 
of potatoes, feed root crops, silage crops, and hay (except for 1980). The area 
of natural hay meadows and pastures decreased by 11 percent as a result of their 
being overgrown with bushes or becoming swamped. Of course, these indicators 

are the average ones for the republic and the capabilities of increasing the pro- 
duction of feed are not identical on all farms. Therefore the rates of increase 
in the number of head of livestock should be determined in a differentiated manner. 
The basic increase in the production of feed and the effectiveness of their use 
must be achieved by achieving an increase in harvest yield in crop husbandry, and, 
most importantly, by a reduction in losses, beginning with the cultivation of the 
soil, the sowing, care of the crops, harvesting, storage, and supplying Livestock 
with feed. 





Many administrators in the rayons and on kolkhozes and sovkhozes link the question 
of increasing the harvest yield with an increase in the shipments of mineral ferti- 
lizers. In general that is correct. But one cannot fail to consider also the 
possibilities of shipping fertilizers, because we are being allocated, per hec- 
tare of plowed land, an amount of mineral fertilizers that is 3.4 times greater 
than for the RSFSR. The shipment of mineral fertilizers will be increased in the 
Eleventh Five-Year Plan, but not at those rates. Therefore, during the Eleventh 
Five-Year Plan we must devote more attention than we did previously to improving 
the cultivation of the soil, to increasing the use of organic fertilizers, and 

to the use of other agrotechnical measures. 


For these purposes it is necessary, during the Eleventh Five-Year Plan, by using 
the capabilities available to the farms and to the organizations of the State 
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Commitcee for Agricultural Technology Estonian SSR, and of Esteel'khozkhimiya, : 
to increase by a factor of almost 2 the production of peat, to make more effective 

use of organic fertilizers, and to improve the cultivation of the soil and 

the fight against weeds, and to do much more, 


Insufficient attention is still being devoted to the complete and efficient use 
of grase feed and straw. Despite the fact that summer feed are cheap but 
valuable, as well ase less labor-intensive, their share ir the fodder balance 
sheet has been dropping during recent years. 


During the Eleventh Five-Year Plan it is necessary to improve considerably the 
attitude toward pastures, toward the improvement in the stand of grass. That 
will make it possible to increase the production of cheap milk and beef during 
the summer period. 


It is necessary to improve the technology of feed prodvction and feed 
preparation, to increase the procurement of feed with the use of preservatives, 


and to improve the quality of the hay, senazh, and ensilage that are being 
laid in, 


The increase i, weat production must be achieved by increasing the number of head 
of livestock and by increasing the average daily weight increases of hogs and 
cattle, Last year the average weight increases in the republic dropped by 5 per- 
eent and were far from identical in all rayons. For livestock they constituted 
in Khaapsaluskiy Rayon 815 grams, and in Raplaskiy Rayon, 484; for hogs, in 
Pyarnuskiy, 517, and in Tartuskiy Rayon, 385 grams. These differences depend first 
of all upon the organization of the wor'. in animal husbandry, the care of the 
livestock, and the feeding of the livestock. The increase in the average daily 
weight increases by only 10 percent would enable us, even with the present number 
of head of Livestock, to obtain an annual increase of meat, in live weight, of 

as much as 20,000 tons. 


We are bearing considerable losses in the production of output of animal husbandry 
as a result of the high rate of dry animals and of livestock deaths. This is all 
the more unforgiveable in that \'.e condition of the animal-husbandry structures, 
the state of the veterinary service, and the rate with which we have been provided 
with fodders are better than in certain other republics. 


Much will have to be done to increase the production of the output of animal hus- 
bandry in the individual sector and on the subsidiary farms of the nonagricultural 
enterprises. Unfortunately, during 1975-1979 the number of head of cattle in 

the private sector decreased by 26,000 head. The plan for the sale of suckling 
pigs to the public last year was underfulfilled by 11,000 head. 


On 8 January the (sol Central Committee and the USSR Council of Ministers adopted 
the decree “Additional Measures for Increasing the Production of Agricultural 
Output on the Citizens’ Perec *1 Subsidiary Farms.” In that decree it is noted 
that, after 1977, in the development of the citizens' subsidiary farms there had 
been certain desirable changes, but .he party, Soviet, and economic agencies in a 
number of oblasts, krays, and republics, including those in Estonian SSR, have been 
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undereatimating the role of the citizens' peraonal subsidiary farms in supplementing 
the foodatuff resources, The decree defined a number of steps for improving the 
management of the personal subsidiary farmea by kolkhoz members, workers, employees, 
and other citizens, for increasing the self-interestedness of the kolkhozes, sov- 
khozes, and consumer=cooperative organizations in the more complete vuse of 

the capabilities that the citizens’ farms have for increasing the production and 
sale of products of animal and vegetable husbandry. The local party, Soviet, and 
agricultural agencies, the trade-union organizations, and the administrators of 
kolkhoges and sovkhozes have been given the task of taking all steps to explain and 
to promote the situation in which every family in the rural areas has a vegetable 
garden and grows livestock and poultry on its personal plot. 


The fulfillment of this decree will help to resolve che country's foodstuffs 
problem. 


During the Eleventh Five-Year Plan we will have to resolve important tasks in 
the social development of the rural areas. At the October 1980 Plenum of the 
CPSU Central Committee Comrade L. I. Brezhnev remarked that the effective use of 
the capabilities of agriculture is linked in the most immediate manner with the 
resolution of the social problems of the rural areas. 


During the Tenth Five-Year there was a considerable improvement in the everyday 
conditions of the agricultural workers. But not enough has been done so far. 


According to preliminary estimates for the draft of the plan of the Eleventh Five- 
Year Plan it is intended to channel into the construction of projects in the 
nonproduction sphere of agriculture almost 250 million rubles, or 12 percent more 
than during the Tenth Five-Year Plan. The kolkhozes and sovkhozes, by drawing on 
their own funds, have the possibility of channeling additional funds into those 
projects. It is necessary for these tremendous amounts of money to be used intel- 
ligently, and to assure that they contribution to improving the Living conditions 
of the rural workers and the establishment of a stable work force in agriculture.

During recent years we achieved rather good results in housing construction, During 
the Tenth Five-Year Plan the construction workers of Tallinn activated 1,247,000 
square meters of housing, 18 children's preschool inetitutionse, six general 
educational secondary school, ten stores, a first-aid hospital, and many other 
projects that are important for the city. However, even in thie matter there 

are still unresolved probleme. At the recent meetings that were held at 

primary party organisations to hear reports and hold elections, and at the city

[Text] The Tenth Five-Year Plan was a time of the persistent struggle of the 
republic's workers for the implementation of the decisions of the 25th CPSU 
Congress.

During the report period the Bureau and Secretariat of the CPE Central Committee 
repeatedly considered questions involving the work of the republic's trade-union 
orgenizations, and the forms and methods of carrying out that work ware improved.

of the trade Uhions, jointly with the Committee for People's Control and the 
republic's State Committee for Labor, are carrying out a large amount of work to 
involve the workers in the resolution of very important national-economic

in the meat-and=dairy and food industries, and the procurement and trade organiza~ 
tions. Last year a few things were already done to develop that competition, 

but those efforts have not yet found support at the republic's Ministry of 
Agriculture, 


The comprehensive approach to organizing the socialist competition will undoubtedly 
help the profound resolution of the questions in the movement “Let's operate 
without any laggards!" The Counc!l of Trade Unions, jointly with the presidium 

of the republic's Academy of Sciences, must direct the actention of the recently 
created Scientific Council on Problems of the Socialist Competition to the develop- 
ment of the questions that are vitally important in that area. It also seems to 
us that one shouldre’lect more completely, in the training plan of the 
interbranch ine. .tute for refresher courses for the administrative workers and 
specialists in coe national economy of Estonian SSR, the problems of organizing 
the socialist competition, as well as the vitally important questions of labor 
legislation. 


The Communist Party has given the trade union large tasks in improving the organiza~ 
tion of labor, improving the labor conditions, and observing the labor legislation. 
The trade unions have large laws with regard to these questions and they must 

be used even more completely. 


As a rule, during the construction and remodeling of production projects, provision 
is also made for the construction of social and everyday projects, which, unfor- 
tunately, are far from always erected promptly. During the Eleventh Five-Year 
Plan, a number of the union and republic ministries provide in their draft plans 
for the construction of plant sanatoriums, preventive-health departments, and 

Young Pioneer camps. The Councii of Trade Union has supported these proposals, 

and we hope that the republic's Gosplan will take them into consideration during 
the finalization of the five-year plan.

[Speech by A. Koop, director of Tartu State University, inthe discus .on of 
the report of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Estonia (CPE) and the 


report of the Auditing Commission of the CPE, at the 18th CPE Congress, on 30 
January 1981) 


[Text] For our university, one of the leading institutions of higher education 

in the country, the five-year period that has ended was an especially successful 
one. During that period the republic's national economy obtained 5290 specialists 
with higher education. The rate of progress in the daytime department 

increased by 4.5 percent, and in the correspondence department, by 12.5 percent. 
There has been a reduction in the student dropout rate. More than half of the 
students get grades of "good" or "satisfactory" only. The university possesses a 
good fechnical-materials base and a large detachment of professors and highly 
training instructors. 


At the present time we have no more important a task than the development in the 
future specialists of a broad outlook, a Marxist-Leninist political philosophy, 
the education of ideologically convinced young people who have an active vital 
position. The efforts of the director's office and the party and public organiza- 
tions are directed to that end. The university has developed a comprehensive and 
mobile system of communist education, of professional training of the future 
specialists. 


At the present time an important matter for us is the professional orientation of 
the young people. We all know that the plans, interests, and capabilities of 

the generation that is entering into its independent life do not always coincide 
with the needs of society. Thus it is no easy matter to staff the departments and 
sections of mathematics, physics, chemistry, and other disciplines. The prestige 
of the profession of instructor is low. At the same time the competition to enter 
the departments dealing with the humanities is high. 


The republic does not yet have a single system for the professional orientation, 
for the training of personnel and their use. Many departments and ministries 
engage in these questions, but their activities have been poorly coordinated, 
although all the prerequisites already exist for creating within the very near 
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future a single republicewide system of profersional orientation, In particular, 
in a number of cities and rayone, councile dealing with professional orientation 
have been in operation for many years, and special classes have been introduced 

in the schools, The university aleo hae a laboratory that studies these problems. 
Many councils on professional orientation use a methodology that was developed 

by the laboratory. With ite aid it is possible to determine at an earlier stage 
the schoolchildren's preferences and interests and to help them to select their 
future specialty. 


A.Koop made recommendations for improving professional orientation and the selection 
of students accepted at higher educational institutions. 
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KH. VEL'DI SPEECH IN DISCUSSION OF DRAFT ECONOMIC PLAN

[Speech by Kh. Vel'di, chairman of the State Committee for the Technical-Production 
Support of Agriculture Estonian SSR, in the discussion of draft of the economic 
plan at the 18th Congress of the Communist Party of Estonia, on 31 January 81) 


[Text] The collective of the State Committee for the Technical-Production Support 
of Agriculture Estonian SSR, completed ahead of schedule the assignments of the 
Tenth Five-Year Plan. A remarkable labor victory in the fulfillment of the 
socialist pledges in honor of the 18th Congress of the Communist Party of Estonia 
was won by the Komsomol-and-youth brigade of drainage construction workers under 
the guidance of young communist Eyno Vanker. One hundred kilometers of drainage 
with the aid of a single-bucket excavator during the year — that is a goal that 
not a single brigade in our country had ever achieved. 


Reporting to the congress of the Communist Party of Estonia about the achieved 
results, we are well aware than our work still has a large number of shortcomings.

It is our duty to make the 
effective use of the available technology, to take an economical attitude to 
caring for it.

At enterprises in the system, it 
will be necessary to continue the manufacture of many nonstandard agricultural 
machines and types of equipment, and to adapt the technology for operation on 
rocky soils. It is necessary to resolve the question of mechanizing the removal 
of rocks, to being the production or three- and four-base plows with devices to 
protect them against rocks, and cultivators of a stronger design for powerful 
tractors. It is also necessary to have other technology that is created with a 


consideration of the conditions of operation in the rayons of the Northwest section 
of the country. 
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The workers in the Goskomsel'khoztekhnika system have been assigned vitally 
important taske in developing the agro-industrial complex, They have been called 
upon, by their multifaceted activities, to support -- if one can speak figura~ 
tively — the home fronts of agricultural production and thus to make their 
contribution to increasing the production of agricultural products.

We heard with great interest the report of the Central Committee of the Kirghiz CP 
and noted with satisfaction the considerable successes in fulfilling the decisions 
of the 25th party congress, success that has been achieved at every level of 
communist building. This is the result of the high level of labor and political 
activity of the working class, the kolkhoz peasants and the labor intelligentsia, 
of the extensive organizational work of the republic party organization and its 
central committee and of the fraternal cooperation and mutual aid among all of the 
peoples of the country. 


In presenting the report of the auditing commission for affirmation by the present 
congress we feel it is essential to inform the delegates that the members of the 
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commission actively participated in ite activities, in the work of the plenums of 

the Central Committee of the Kirghiz CP, in meetings of the party aktiv and in the 
realization of decisions made by it. Basing ite work on the requirements of the 25th 
CPSU Congress concerning improving the effectiveness of work in all spheres of 
activity, the auditing commission strove to improve the effectiveness and quality of 
control, coordinating ite efforts with the party committee. 


In accordance with the proposal in the CPSU Regulations, the audition commission 
controls matters within the apparatus of the Central Committee of the Kirghiz CP. 
The commission notes that the secretariat of the central committee focused the 
attention of the apparatus on the examination of the fulfillment of party decisions, 
on strengthening ties with party organizations and on rendering practical aid to 
them. 


The auditing commission feels that the apparatus of the Central Committee of the 
Kirghiz CP has performed extensive work in presenting specific questions regarding 
economic and cultural building, has had an attentive attitude toward documents 
arriving in the central committee and has completed the assignments made by the 
secretariat and the bureau of the central committee on schedule. 


In accordance with the Regulations of the CPSU, the auditing commission examined the 
party budget, the correctness of expenditures by the republic's party committees 

and controlled the passage and examination of letters, proposals and complaints by 
workers within che apparatus of the Central Committee of the Kirghiz CP and on the 
editorial boards of republic newspapers. Ten audits were conducted during the 
period under report, showing that the financial work in the Administration of Affairs 
of the Central Committee of the Kirghiz CP as well as in its subordinate enterprises 
and institutions corresponds to the requirements found in the Instructions of the 
CPSU Central Committee. 


A certain amount of help was given to the auditing commissions of local party organs. 
As a result they began to help party organizations more in the proper organization of 
financial management and in controlling the processing of complaints and proposals 

by workers. 


The income portion of the party budget exceeded quotas and during the report period 
increased by 33 percent. The main source of this portion of the budget is member 
party dues. Dues increase from car to year, which is explained primarily by the 
growth of party ranks as well as by the increase in the wages of workers. 


The Central Committee of the Kirghiz CP, oblast, city and rayon party committees 
are systematically examining questions related to the payment of party membership 
dues. Together with auditing commissions they check the correctness of receipts as 
well as of the accounts of local party organizations. In regard to this a great 
amount of work is being done by the Frunze city party committee and by many party 
committees of 'Tsayk-Kul'skaya, Talasskaya and Oshskaya oblasts. 


Also deserving of . »ositive evaluation is the work of the party organizations of the 
Dzhalal-Abadskiy, Kara-Kui'skiy and Rybachinskiy city party committees and the 
Leninopol'skiy, Lyailyakskiy, Suzakskiy, Panfilovskiy, Moscow and Issyk-Kul'skiy 
rayon party committes. The o.couating system is well organized here, there is a 
systematic examination of dues paymen*s and the problems are discussed by communists. 











Th comparison with the previous report period the abeolute majority of party 
members and candidates payed their dues more exactly at the rate established by 
the Regulations and inetructions of the CPSU Central Committee. As a result the 
eum total of underpaymente of dues decreased considerably. 


A large portion of the income in the party budget comes from deductions from profite 
in party publishing houses, During the last 5 years thie income has wore than 
doubled and the planned quotas have been surpassed. The Central Committee of the 
Kirghie CP has shown ite constant concern regarding the strengthening and 

expansion of the polygraphic base of publishing; as a result ite capital=<labor ratio 
has grown by 42.7 percent in the last 5 years, New techniques, technology and 
progressive labor methods are being introduced in the publishing house. The 
reception of typed newspaper pages using the phototelegtaph has been realized, 
enabling workers to shorten the schedule for publishing central newepapere and to 
deliver then on schedule to subscribers. The publishing house of the Central 
Committeee of the Kirghie CP completed the five-yeer plan ahead of schedule. 


At the sam time the publishing house must improve the polygraphic quality of ite 
hewepapers, met increase work to eliminate non-production expenditures and losses, 
the overexpenditure of paper and the overexpenditure of the wage fund. 


Comrade delegates! The Central Committee of the Kirghie CP and local party committees 
have given 4 great deal of attention to the correct and economic expenditure of 
confirmed appropriations. As 4 result these appropriations are utilized in the 
manner in which they were intended. The Administration of Affaire of the Kirghie CP 
Central Committee and the financial-economic departments of oblast committees 
regularly check the party budget in subsidiary party organs and give thee the 
necessary help. At the same time the auditing commission has noted that some party 
committees have tolerated the overexpenditure of resources as compared with 

confirmed allocations. 


During the report period there has been an increase in .xpenditures of resources for 
the training and retraining of management party cadres and for party propoganda. 
Thie includes the upkeep of houses and studies of political education, Marxiet-~- 
Leninist uwhiversities, lectures and other measures. 


An important article in the expenditures section of the party budget is allocations 
for capital construction. During the report period 15 large structures have been 

put into operation, including the Iesyk-Kul' Senetorive with 200 places, the buildings 
of the Institute of Party History and the Republic's Party Archives, the houses of 
political education in the Oshekeya, Nerynskaya and lesyk-Kul ‘skaya oblast party 
committees and bulldings for eix party rayon committees and executive committees. 


At the same time we should note that the construction of certain structures is 
proceeding slowly. 


The status of structures that are under construction for party orgene in the republic 
was examined by the Kirghiz Cl Central Committee, which undoubtedly encouraged the 
elimination of shortcomings and the iaprovement of the organization of construction 
work. At the same time the Affaire Administration of the Kirghie CP Central Committee 
should strenghten controls and increase demandingness toward subordinate organizations 
to fulfill established goals. 
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Ae @ result of the growth in party ranke there has been an increase in the party 
budget and 4 growth in the volume of financial and economic work for party committees, 
if commection with thie | would like te turn the attention of all party committees to 
the necessity to take additional measures to eliminate the aforementioned shortcomings 
and to secure @ Stricter observation of party requirements. 


Comrade delegates! During the report period the Central Committee of the Kirghis CP 
has received over 18,300 letters and proposals from workers, which ie 12.5 percent 
more than during the preceding 5 years. in their letters workers unanimously 
approve and actively support the wise Leninist internal ana foreign policies of the 
CPSU Central Committee and the Soviet government, report on the course of fulfillment 
of plane and socialist obligations and affirm measures instituted by the CPSU Central 
Committee and the Kirghie CP Central Committee regarding improving organizational - 
party and ideological work, the style and methods of management to strengthen party 
afd state discipline and socialist laws. They make specific proposals that are 
directed at tmproving production effectiveness, labor productivity and the improvement 
of production quality. 


The tnerease in the number of letters arriving in the Central Comittee of the 
Kireghie CP can be explained by the increased activeness of the republic's workers, 
which was encouraged by important events in the public and political life of the 
count ry=-the par cage of a new USSR Constitution, elections for the USSR Supreme 
Soviet and for the Kirghie SSR Supreme Soviet as well as for local soviete of 
people's dep ‘ies and preparations for the 26th CPSU Congress. 


in accordance with the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee concerning the 
continued improvement of work regarding the leiters of workers and the improved 
admission of citizens into party, soviet and other organizations, during the report 
period there were etricter controle over passing letters and the organization of the 
admission of citizens. The majority of letters and oral appeals are dealt with 
quickly by the management and by the respective departments of the central committee. 


As a result of the realization of measures that were developed by the party to 
further improve the well-being of the people, during the report period there has 
been a drop in the number of letters received by the Central Committee of the 
Kirghie CP requesting material and e-dicinal aid, pensions and other things. 

in their letters communiste and non-party members inform the central committee 
about shortcomings existing in t\.. operations of individual industrial enterprises, 
construction and transportation organizations, kolkhozes and sovkhozes and trade 
and consumer services enterprises. 


As we know, the letters and proposals of workers is one of the most important form 
of consolidating and expanding the ties between the party and the masses, is evidence 
of the political activeness of the people and a means of expressing public opinion. 
Taking thie into consideration, the Central Committee of the Kirghiz CP has realized 
@ number of seures to improve the work with letters, proposals and complaints of 
workers anc .w work of organizing the acceptance of citizens in the party. There 
has been more clar.°-, energy and efficiency in this work. The questions that are 
raised in the letters are studied and subjected to thorough analyses. A special 
analysis is made of the reasons for the complaint. The materials dealing with 
investigations of complaints .omiag from letters were examined in meeting of the 














bureau and secretariat of the Kirghia CP Central Committee, In some areas 
resolutions were passed with the corresponding organisational conclusions and 
practical meesures to eliminate shortcomings. 


The question of the work with letters, complainte and proposale of workers in the 
light of the requirement of the CPSU Central Committee was examined in April 1979 
at 4 plenary session of the Kirghiz CP Central Committee. 


Party oblast committees, executive committees of oblast soviete of workers’ deputies 
and the republic's ministries and departments have atrengthened their attention 
with regard to examining letters and proposals from workers. 


The reporte-election conferences of oblast, city and rayon party organizations 
dedicated 4 great deal of time to working with the proposals of citizens. The 
reports and speeches of delegates presented « thorough analysis of the work with 
citizens’ letters and specific waye to improve thie work were indicated. 


At the same time it is essential to note that some local party, soviet and economic 
organe tolerate instances of an inattentive, formal and superficial approach to 
examining the questions of workers. Thie ie attested to by the arrival in the 
central committee and other organs of a large number of repeat proposals and 
complaints, especially from Oshekaya Oblast, the city of Frunze and Alamedinskiy, 
lesyk-Atinekiy, Sokulukekiy, Kantekiy and Chuyekiy rayone. 


The red tape involved in examining letters can frequently be explained not so much 
by the complexity of problems that are presented but by the absence of the 
necessary demandingness by the party for an immediate and direct response. 


As was emphasized in the report of the central committee to the 27th Congress of the 
Kirghiz CP, in the future it will be necessary to decisively act against any 
expression of red tape and bureaucratiem and against an inattentive attitude toward 
the needs of the people. We shall have to move toward a complex solution to 
problems, especially those on which the mood of the people and their readiness to 
work at maximum effort depend. 


Comrades! The great political and labor improvements resulting from the preparations 
for the 26th CPSU Congress and from the evaluation of the draft for the basic 
directions of this country's development clearly demonstrate the monolithic unity of 
the party and people, the striving of the Soviet people to implement the extensive 
program of communist building.

The delegates to the 17th congress represent an army of over 126,000 communists, 

At the present time the republic's party organisation includes 120,098 members and 
6,304 candidate members. After the 16th congress the communist party in the republic 
grew by 16,666 members.

“cooking in their own juice." Moreover, the ministries and departments and the 
republic's state committee o@ labor are not giving them the necessary aid.

great labor intensity, the realization of all-encompassing measures to introduce 
scientific and technical achievements into production and an increase in the level 

of automation and the mechanization of labor-consuming processes in industry, 
construction, agriculture and other branches. 


Comrades, this is one of our main problems, and if we do not solve it then we can- 
not count on success in other areas. All of us must always remember this. 


In agriculture as in industry success in fulfilling the intensive program of the new 
five-year plan is determined to a large extent by the results of the first year, 
which unfortunately began with unfavorable weather and climatic conditions. More 
than half of winter has passed, but in the entire republic in areas below 3,000 
meters there still has not been a snow cover, if we do not include the srall amount 
of snowfall of two days ago. 


This ts an alarming situation for us and it obliges us to take the most effective 
measures in efficiently utilizing irrigation water for the winter and early spring 
accumulation of moisture in the soil. This work must begin now and not a single 
liter of irrigation water can be lost. Party, soviet and economic organs of oblasts 
and rayons must now establish etrict controle over the use of irrigation water, just 
as they do during spring, summer and fall field work. There is no other alternative. 


All of the indications point to the fact that there will be less irrigation water 
this year. For this reason this natural calamity must be countered with 4 high 
degreee of organization in work, intensive labor and the utilization of anything 
that will help the 1981 harvest, the harvest of the first year of the llth Five-Year 
Plan. 


in the coming days it is essential to complete the preparation of seod to bring them 
up to the highest sowing standard. We gust use only first-class seed, otherwise 
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it will be difficult to count on a large yield. This year we are obliged to procure 
and wee more Organic fertiliser, Thies ie the result of a shortage of mineral 
fertiliaevr, 


We must prepare agricultural equipment ahead of echedule and with high quality. 
Unfortunately, in a number of rayons the repair of agricultural equipment is lagging. 


A subject of constant concern to the central committee and council of ministers, to 
party obkome and raykoms, to oblast executive committees, to agricultural organs, to 
the directors and party organizations of kolkhoses and sovkhoses must be that of 
successfully completing the overwintering of stock. We must strengthen competition 
for the organized completion of overwintering and for increasing the productivity of 
livestock=raising farms during the winter period. 


As we can see from the data of the TeSU [Central Statietical Administration), work- 
ere in livestock raieing began the year well with the procurement of meat. In 15 
days 5,690 tone of it were procured=-2.6 times more than at the same time last year. 


At the same time some enterprises, especially those in Oshekaya Oblast and in 
Dehety-Oguaekiy, lesyk-Atinekiy, Alamedinskiy and Panfilovekiy rayons have tolerated 
a drop in the pace o: milk sales to the state as compared with last year. In the 
same Oshekaya OLiast as well ae in Kalininekiy, Moskovekiy and Sekulukekiy rayons 
the pace of eg, procurement has slowed. 


We cannot decrease the pace of procurement of livestock products. We are obliged to 
do everything possible to successfully complete the overwintering of livestock. 


in connection with thie it is necessary to establish controle over the work of each 
livestock-raising farm and to eliminate shortcomings in the upkeep and feeding of 
livestock and poultry. 


We must utilize feed economically and efficiently. All feed, especially concentrated, 
must be fed to animale in a prepared state and balanced in protein. Only in this 

way will it be possible to achieve . good weight gain in livestock, a good milk 
output in cows and ege output in here. We must discuss thie today because in a 
number of enterprises, a8 an investigation showed, this is the area that has 

serious shortcomings. 


There must be daily controls over the condition of the herd, regular zooveterinary 
checkups not only for the public herd but for the personal livestock of the popula- 
tion ae well. Diseases and weak stock should be divided into separate groups fo: 
treatment and feeding. The struggle against mismanagement in the organization of 
the preservation, upkeep and feeding of livestock must be decisive everywhere. 


Thies year ve sust complete an extensive program of capital construction--to assimil- 
ate 880 mi ion rubles of capital investments, including 100 million for residential 
construction. he eust give special attention to this matter. At the October 1980 
Plenum of the CPSU vcentra’ Committee Leonid Il‘ich said, “Residential construction 
must be the focus of attention of soviets of people's deputies and it must be under

iText! Comer kat The report has thoroughly analyzed the problems of raising the 
effectivem » of «clentific research, specific goals for the continued development 


of the national ec omy, science and culture of Soviet Kirghizstan have been 
determined. 


During the years of the 10th -.ve-Year Plan the scientific institutions of the 
republic's academy introduced over 2™ proposals and recommendations with an economic 
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effectiveness of over 60 million rubles, The utilisation of the academy's scientific 
research resulted in noteable changes in the development of some branches of 

industry such 46 mining machine construction and in the area of the automation of 
production of building materiale and irrigation systems. 


One of our priorities is solving scientific problems in the aiea of powder 

metallurgy. Today we can report that for the firet time in the world the academy's 
scientists have produced natural iron powders alloyed with rare-earth elements which 
are not inferior in their properties to artificial alloys. The experimental<-industrial 
line at the Kirghiz Mining and Metallurgy Combine wae introduced into operation 

ahead of achedule. The first ton of this powder has been produced. 


From the waste products of rare-metal production each year it ie possible to 

obtain up to 7,000 tons of iron powder naturally alloyed with rare-earth elements. 
This will be a serious contribution to this country's need for thie valuable raw 
material. Vor this it i# necessary to build a shop and in the near future to create 
a aelentific-preduction assoctation on the baste of the corresponding subdivisions 
ol the academy and the Ak-Tyuz Mining Administration. We are asking the USSR 
Ministry of Ferrous and Non-Ferrous Metallurgy, and the republic's council of 
ministers and Gosplan to solve this problem. 


One of the strategic directions for the activities of scientific institutions in 
the republic for the near future, as noted in the report, is research on including 
rich water and energy resources, reserves of mineral raw materials and additional 
areas of irrigated lands in the turnover of the national economy as well as on the 
more effective utilization of labor resources in the eastern section of Kirghiziya. 
This will enable us to considerably accelerate the economic development of the 
republic and to increase its contribution toward strengthening the economic 
potential of the USSR. 


A solution to this great, multi-purpose scientific-technical problem requires a 
thorough scientific foundation for the evaluation of natural resources in the region 
as a whole. In connection with this and on the basis of a complex program of 
scientific research developed by the republic's academy together with the scientific 
institutions of the USSR Academy of Sciences and branch institutes of union 
ministries, already today measures are being developed to organize scientific 
expeditions to check work in the areas of engineering geology, mining, seismological 
regionalization, the evaluation of water and energy resources, ecology and the 
social and economic development of Issyk-Kul'skaya Oblast and the rayons of the 
Chuyskaya Valley. 


Today the scientists of the republic's academy have already begun research into 
engineering geology, studying the deposits of useful minerals, the water balance 
and the seismological resistance of the region. 


The development of rich fuel and energy resources is of priority importance for the 
continued development of the national economy in the republic. In connection with 
this we would like to give special attention to the very favorable future for 
developing rich coal deposits and the coal industry of the republic. 


The republic's scientists are striving to make their contribution toward completing 
the foodstuffs program presented by Comrade L. I. Brezhnev at the October 1980 Plenum 
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of the CPSU Central Committee. Practical measures have already been proposed 
regarding strengthening the feed base of animal-raising. Recommendations have been 
developed for creating irrigated cultivated pastures and haylands and for the 
intensive utilization of alfalfa-cereals grass mixtures enabling farmers to produce 
700-800 quintale of highly nutritious vegetative biomes. 


Work is being done to improve the methods of combatting infectious diseases in 
animale.

[Text] Comrades! 


From the very first years of Soviet power the party and state having been giving a 
great amount of attention to the electrification of the national economy as a 
material basis for building communism in our country. In 1920 the GOELRO [State 
Commission ‘cur the Electrification of Russia] plan was developed and called the 
second party pro_ran by Lenin. This plan called for the construction of 20 heating 
and 10 hydraulic puwer plants in the course of 10-15 years. Three of these were to 
be located in Kirghiziya. 


in the time that has passed s.nce then the energy industry of Kirghiziya has moved 
from the Malaya Alamedinskaya GPS wit a capacity of 400 kilowatts to the giant on 











the Naryne==the Toktogul'skaya GES with a capacity of 1,200,000 kilowatts, the 
erection of which was one of the beat achievemente in the domestic and world 
practice of power plant construction. 


In his report at the 25th CPSU Congress Comrade L. 1. Breshnev called the 10th Five- 
Year Plan the five-year plan of effectiveness and qeality, technical progress, the 
overall development of science and technology and of the extensive use of these 
achievements in the national economy. The collective of Naryngidroenergost roy 

has made its contribution to meeting these goals. 


Hydraulic engineers and planners and scientific-research ineatitutes developed a 
series of engineering=-technical and organizational-management prerequisites for 
the rapid completion of construction. At the Kurpsayskaya GES a new installation 
technolog =. hydraulic equipment has been utilized, enabling workers to curtail 
installation work by 17 days. It is satisfying to note that the state committee 
that is working at the structure now has been accepting all structures with a high 
evaluation. 


At the present time all of the Soviet people are preparing for the most important 
event in the life of the country--the 26th CPSU Congress. Following the example of 
the leading collectives in the country, hydraulic engineers have joined in the 
competition of factories producing parts for others under the principle of the

A rapid pace was achieved as a result of the selfless labor of the best brigades-- 
the collectives headed by A. Shvykdiy, S. Fettayev, L. Karenkin, I. Khamdamov and 
others. The initiators of progressive beginnings are communists. 


Hydraulic engineers completed the five-year plan ahead of schedule; 10.3 million 
rubles in excess of the plan were assimilated. Work on the first stage of the 
Papanskoye Reservoir is being completed. Production capacities have been intro- 
duced in the structures that are under construction. The task of decreasing the 
cost of building and installation work was fulfilled. 


The party committee of Naryngidroenergostroy unites 14 shop organizations and 27 
party groups and functions as a primary party organization. In our opinion, it is 
necessary to alter the structure of the party committee and to include in it 
sub-subordinate organizations of the USSR Ministry of Power and Electrification 

and to give it the status of a raykom. In this way the problems that are presented 
to the hydraulic engineers of Kirghiziya will be solved more efficiently. 


The party organization places great importance on the training of specialists. 
During the years of the 10th Five-Year Plan over 400 persons received a higher 
education and practically all brigades received retraining. Special attention is 
given to increasing the responsibility of management and engineering-technical 
workers and brigade leaders for assigned work and to strengthening labor and 


production discipline.

Citizens have provided 
information dur... such discussions and many violations of the law have been

Nevertheless, I feel it is ‘w >rtant to say that many important problems concerning 
strengthening the law cannot ve considered to be solved completely. 
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The offiee of the public prosecutor, as the organ of the highest surveillance over 
the precise and unceasing fulfillment of the law, continues to receive many letters 
from citisens who sharply criticize the workers of law enforcement and soviet organs 
for basic shortcomings in securing law and order. The citizens are justifiably 
alarmed by hooliganiem and theft. Many letters deal with shortcomings in the fight 
against alcoholiom, parasitiem, embezzlement, and mismanagement . 


We recognize that for the successful solution to many probleme it is essential to 
seriously improve the work of the law enforcement organs first=<the MVD(Ministry of 
internal Affairs], the office of the public prosecutor, courte, which have a 
special responsibility for the state of law and order in the cities and villages 
of the republic, 


In analyzing our work, we must self-critically admit that our iapses and shorcomings 
are reflected in the state of affaires. Information on violations of the law are not 
always investigated promptly, there are cases of passive and superficial attitudes 
toward finding and convicting criminals, toward discovering crime. ‘his is 
completely intolerable! 


A great shortcoming in the activities of some workers of the militia, court and 
office of the public prosecutor is the disinterest in studying the causes of crime 
and then developing measures to avoid it. 


All of these shortcomings are a result of the fact that we cannot make a noticeable 
change in eliminating crime although during the last five-year plan crime has 
dropped somewhat. Nevertheless, there is cause for concern in the criminal 
activities of minors. The incidence of automobile accidents is still very large. 
Also calling attention to iteelf is the large percentage of domestic crimes that 
are committed by inebriated individuals. 


Anti-social phenomena thrive because they find fertile ground for themselves. 

For this reason their elimination is a matter not only for law-enforcement organs 
but for the state and party as well. They require the creation of a broad combat 
zone. As the party requires, in this battle the full force of the law aust be 
utilized, as well as methods of persuasion, the influence of labor collectives, the 
critical word of the press, radio and television and all resources we have at our 
disposal. 


Apparently, the divisions of our central committee must think about how best to 
utilize all of these means in the struggle against negative phenomena. 


In many industrial, construction, agricultural and trade enterprises there are 

cases in which the losses to the state are not redeemed from the guilty parties and 
are written off as so-called production losses. This creates favorable opportunities 
for thieves and rogues and for the personal enrichment of greedy and parasitic 
elements at the expense of the state. 


Decreased demandingness against those who have brought losses to the state is one of 
the serious reasons for the insufficient effectiveness of measures to protect the 
public good. 
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in Miny departments the operations of control services and the auditing apparatus 

are poor. Questions of improving operations are dealt with slowly and thie in turn 
incurs losses, At the Tokmakekiy Glass Plant and the lohmakekiv SMU-1 [Construction 
and installation administration] for a long time there were  sses8 of illegal 
additions to documents which no one discovered although there were several examina- 
tions and investigations at the enterprise. The office of the public prosecutor was 
forced to bring legal action against several management workers of these enterprises. 


We must also mention that in some cases individuals who are guilty of cheating the 
state, eye~washing, machinations are defended by some local organs. We think that 
local party committees will make the necessary evaluation of such facts. 


in recent years the orgaas of the public prosecutor's office in Kirghiziya have 
undergone positive changes in the qualitative improvement of cadres. Working for 
ue we have politically mature, trained people who are capable of successfully 
solving the presented problems. 


Allow me to assure you, respected comrade delegates, that the workers of the organs 
of the office of public prosecutor will continue to struggle even more persistently 
againet any anti-social exhibitions, to guard socialist law more vigilantly and 
watchfully.

‘owever, the status of labor protection remains unsatisfactory in many enterprises 
nd especially in the ministries of agriculture and construction, in Goskomsel ‘khoz- 
tekhmika [°t. © Committee of the Agricultural Equipment Association], in the republic 
association ir,’ tholkhogstroy [Kirghiz kolkhoz construction association], in the 


coal industry and. the geological administration. 


The concern for the protect!or of labor is closely related to creating a healthful 
environment. During the 10t.. :ive-Year Plan over 700 million rubles were spent for 
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soctal insurance. During Chat time over 1,100,000 people improved their health in 
sanatortums and pioneer camps, an increase of 324,000 persone over the Ninth Pive- 
Year Pian. 


At the same time Che materlal-technical base of many sanatoriums and especially of 
tourist facilities does not meet modern needs and their construction and renovation 
is proceeding very slowly. 


A more serious attitude is needed in the organization of reat for children. The 
number of children who are provided with summer rest is half of the average union 
indicator. The network of ploneer camps and work and rest camps is expanding 
slowly. About 40 large enterprises, including Tyazhelektromash [Heavy electrical 
machinery plant], Kirgizavtomash [Kirghiz motor vehicle plant], Kirgizelektro- 
dvigatel' [Kirghiz electrical motor plant], Torgmash [Machinery trade association) 
and others do not have pioneer camps. The network of pioneer camps is especially 
poor in Narynskaya, Talasskaya and Lesyk-Kulskaya oblasts. 


(me of the urgent problems we have is that of residence. As noted in the report of 
the central committee, the problem remains acute as before. To solve it, a great 
deal depends upon builders, who cancel plans for constructing residential facilities. 
This problem is aggravated by the fact that many violations are still tolerated in 
the accounting and distribution of apartments. The trade unions of the republic are 
partially at fault here. It is also necessary to realize stricter controls and 
demands on the part of local soviets and party committees. As required by the 
October 1980 Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee, it is our common duty to secure 
the unconditional fulfillment of residential-construction plans, to constantly 
improve living conditions for workers and to give as much attention to this matter 
as to the development of production.

The last five-year plan was a period of intensive labor for myself, my friends and 
for all livestock farmers of the state breeding plant. We successfully completed 
our plan goals and socialist obligations for the production and sale of livestock 
products to the state and we significantly surpassed quotas in cow productivity. 


[ see my own labor in the success of our enterprise. A creative utilization of the 

recommendations of zooveterinary specialists, the proper feeding and upkeep of cows 

and primarily the love for my profession has enabled me tv increase milk yield each 

year. Whereas at the end of the Ninth Five-Year Plan I produced 5,500 kilograms of 
milk per cow, in 1980 this indicator reached 6,669 kilograms. 


in discussing t « draft of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th party congress in 
the farm's co l.ccive, we noted that it touches many aspects of our work. In 
particular, che draft says, “To improve the level of breeding work by improving 
breeding and productive qualities of animals, creating new highly productive 
breeds, lines and hybrids of livestock and birds to meet the needs of industrial 
technology.” In our opinion, there are serious shortcomings in this area. 


In the republic there are many breeding farms which are called upon to render aid to 
regular farms in improving the herd of large-horned cattle and for increasing the 
cattle’s productivity. However, the cinistry of agriculture and scientific- 
production associations on livestock raising are not taking the necessary measures 
to introduce the achievements of breeding plants into other enterprises. They are 
mot completely fulfilling their rol: 


fhe successes of livestock farmers are closely tied to the development of a dependable 
feed base. We can say with assurance that if our breeding plant had cultivated 
pastures that more fully satisfied modern requirements and that were larger, we 

would have been able to increase the productivity of dairy cows even more during the 
LOth tive-Year Plan. Of the 9,700 hectares of agricultural lands belonging to the 
state breeding plant, there are 1,400 hectares of plowland, of which only 785 are 
irrigated. Plowlands have not once been subject to capital planning. The fertility 
of the soil is dropping as a result of unsatisfactory reclamation. I am asking the 


republic's counet] of ministers and Kirghiz SSR Gosplan to consider our request in 
developing the plan for the lith Five-Year Plan, to consider the planning of 600 
hectares of eids and the construction of a trough irrigation system. 

Our enterprise is ated in the foothill zone and most haylands are located in the 


mountains. Because of the absence of hay-harvesting technology adapted for 
mountain conditions manual tab or is utilized everywhere. As a result the schedule 
for harvesting is not adhere. to and the quality of procured feed worsens. This 








problem probably worries other enterprises located in the foothill and mountain 
sones of the republic. For this reason I propose « point regarding machine 
building for livestock raising after the words: “To significantly expand the 
production of feed-harvesting machines” to include, “including attachments for 
mownatain conditions." 


The solution of these problems will enable our collective to fulfill and overfulfill 
the state goale of the Lith Five-Year Plan and to increase dairy productivity to 
5,000 kilograms as soon as this year. 


Speech by Yu. A. Ierael

[Text] Comrades! The 17th Congress of the Kirghiz CP is taking place at « time of 
great political and labor activity in our country, resulting from the decisions of 
the June and October plenum of the CPSU Central Committee and from preparations for 
the 26th CPSU Congress, which will be another landmark in the development of 
communism. 


The CPSU, in concerning itself primarily with the standard of living of the people, 
is giving a great deal of attention to the question of natural conservation. A 
high quality natural environment in our country is recognized as a very important 
element in the well-being of the Soviet man. 


Our course, as emphasized previously at the June plenum by the General Secretary of 
the CPSU Central Committee and Chairman of the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet of 
the USSR, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev, is the course of peaceful creation and continued 
transformation of unbounded regions of the country, of multiplying the material and 
spiritual riches of the Soviet people. The country's workers warmly approve and 
unanimously support the domestic and foreign policies of the communist party, the 
fruitful activities of its central committee headed by an outstanding political 
leader and statesman of our time, Comrade L. I. Brezhnev.

Last year 64 percent of all industrial 
consumption ws confined to closed systems that recirculate water. This produced a 
savings of about 200 billion cubic meters of pure water. Extensive work has been 

done to create structures for the conservation of water and as a result the dumping 
of unpurified sewage as decreased considerably. The quality of water in a number 

of rivers, including some in Central Asia, has improved. 
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In our republic a@ great deal is being accomplished in solving the problems of natural 
conservation and of increasing natural riches. The zone around Issyk-Kul' Lake has 
been named a national park, around the Sary-Chelek Lake--a biospheric preserve. 

Last year a national park was created in the Ala-Archinskoye Gorge. 


At the same time there are many unsolved problems in the matter of natural 
conservation. Not all sources of atmospheric pollution in the republic's cities 

are equipped with | as purification equipment and almost one-third of existing 
installations are either in disrepair or operate ineffectively. A priority item is 
the preservation of surviving walnut forests in Kirghiziya. More effective measures 
in water conservation must be taken in the industrial enterprises of Frunze and 
Tokmak, which dump insufficiently clean sewage into the Chu River. It is essential 
to organize effective work for purification systems and equipment in order to 

catch harmful substances that are released into the air. 


As our economy develops, as the scale of economic activities increases it becomes 
necessary to strengthen controls over the condition of the natural environment and 
the responsibility of the USSR State Commission on Hydrom teorology and Control of 
the Natural Environment as well as of its local organs increases. During the years 
of the five-year plan this state committee [Goskomgidromet], together with a number 
of ministries, organ‘zed and developed an all-union service for studying and 
controlling the levels of environmental pollution. Today there are controls over 
air pollution ‘. vcver 450 cities of the country; over the quality of surface 
waters--in over 1,000 structures. During the llth Five-Year Plan we should expand 
this work and we should more actively protect nature from unfavorable actions. 


[ would like to discuss the problem of Issyk-Kul' Lake in particular because its 
condition requires constant and serious attention. As a result of the measures 
that were taken the water in the lake renuins clean and the content of various 
admixtures and substances does not exceed established norms. This is a serious 
accomplishment. But there are problens that require solutions which are primarily 
related to the level of the water in the lake. During the last 40 years because of 
the curtailment of river current resulting from irrigation needs the water level 
dropped about 2 meters. With our cw -eut volume of non-returnable water 
consumption the lake's level can drop the same amount by the year 2000. It can be 
stabilized by raising the coefficier: of effective operations of irrigation 

systems and by solving the problem of transferring some river current. This is a 
priority task for saving a unique natural object. In order to preserve the natural 
qualities of water in the lake it is essential to institute strict water 
conservation regulations in structures that are located on the shores of the lake. 
Decisive, immediate measures are needed to avoid polluting Issyk-Kul’ Lake and to 
preserve and increase its unique treasures. I propose that these questions be 
reflected in the decisions of this congress. 


Until recently a complex evaluation of the water regimen and composition of 
Issyk-Kul' i.e was based mainly on the data from hydrological stations on its banks. 
Now we can u.ake ‘ tailed observations from anywhere in the mountain lake and during 
any type of weathe. A large scientific-research vessel belonging to Goskomgidro- 
met is planned for these purooses and it will be built especially for the'Kirghiz 
Sea.’ This vessel will aid «-tentis’s in obtaining the necessary materials to 
develop dependable recommendu.‘ous for preserving this unique reservoir for future 
generations. 
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Comrade delegates! A special section of the draft of the CPSU Central Committee to 
the 26th CPSU Congress is devoted to questions of natural conservation. With this 
document it is planned to preserve agricultural lands, to accelerate the 
construction of water-conservation structures in the most important rivers and seas, 
to improve technological processes with the goal of curtailing the release of 
harmful substances into the atmosphere, to expand protective forestry, etc. Thue, 

a broad program is planned to secure a harmonious coordination between the 

economic development of the country and the preservation of the essential qualities 
of the natural environment. In 1981 1.7 billion rubles of centralized capital 
investments have been allocated for realizing natural conservation goals. Consider- 
ing all sources of financing it is planned to spend about 6 billion rubles. 


There is no doubt that the communists and all workers of the republic will 
utilize all their strength, experience and knowledge to successfully implement 
the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the 17th Congress of the Kirghiz CP, 
that they will achieve new successes in solving questions in the area of natural 
conservation. After all, preserving and protecting nature means preserving and 
protecting the homeland!

[Temt) The lOth Five \ear Plan was replete with ma‘or events of historical impor- 
tance in the liis of the party and the state. The communists and all workers of 
Proletarskiy AKwyon during this time worked on the fulfillment of the decisions of 
the 25th CPS. Congress and subsequent plenums of the CPSU Central Committee and on 
the instructions and recommendations of General Secretary CPSU Central Committee, 
Chairman of the Presidium of the USSR Supreme Soviet Comrade L.I. Brezhnev; they 
tried to make a worthy contribution to the common cause of our party and our people. 


ln these years, railroad car builders devised and built an electric train operating 
on alternating current. It is being p-epared for certification of the state Seal of 
Quality. The DR-1A diesel train was iatroduced into production, and documentation 
was developed for the new ER-9E electric train. The ER-200 high-speed express train 
is running between Moscow and Leningrad. Tests have been completed on the ER~12 
electric train; ite operation will c.ve 10 percent in electric poer. 


The basis for all tnese achievements is to be found in the strenuous labor of the 
collective of ratlroad-car builders. 


One of our most important taske is to introduce and make use of advanced experience, 
automation and mechanization. Consequently, a great deal of attention wring the 
10th Five-Year Plan was paid in particular to the improvement of trequently used 
welding work. As a result of the introduction of semiautomatic apparatus, labor 
productivity almost doubled, the cenditions of labor improved and production stand 
ards were raised. 


Progressiv. = thods and forms of labor organization are being in:roduced at the 
plant. We wow .. « 64 complex brigades working. Labor productivity of these col- 
lectives has been o.veted labor discipline has been etrengthened and the people 
have started to participate actively in public work. We are thinking of increasing 
in the future the number of ** sve collectives. 
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The Riga Railroad Car Building Plant is known as the only enterprise in the country 
to design and to make electric trains and care for suburban transport. From year 
to year the the number of passengers has been increasing. The country needs all 
the new electric trains it can get. This is provided for by the plan of the Basic 
Directions. But the plant's production-capacity possibilities have already been 
exhausted and it needs to be modernized. 


At the same time, I would like to say that our plant has internal reserves whose 
use would permit the collective to work more efficiently. We are concemed today, 
for example, that the number of workers and employees violating public order and 
labor discipline is significant. We tutors believe that it is necessary to make 
more effective use of all the possibilities of commumist education of the working 
youth who provide movement and tutorship. 


The plant's collective, like all the republic's workers, aseumed higher socialist 
commitments for 1981. The railroad car builders have held to the slogan of advanced 
labor collectives "For high quality of labor at the work plac." 
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
